WASHINGTON (A P) - The 
federal government said today it will 
reimburse states for all costs of 
providing w elfare, medical and 
social services for Vietnamese and 
Cambodian refugees after they have 
been resettled. 
Secretary Caspar W. Weinberger 
of Health, Education and Welfare 
said the goal is to have refugees 
resettled by national voluntary agen­ 


cies or by state or local govern 
ments, with the help of sponsors who 
will provide shelter, food and help in 
finding jobs. 


“ However, in any large-scale 
refugee resettlement program, some 
refugees will have to seek aid from 
state agencies,” Weinberger said 
“ In these instances, our policy will 
assure that refugees do not become a 


burden on state or local resour­ 
ces.” 
The Indochina M igration and 
Refugee Assistance Act signed by 
President Ford last month provides 
$405 million for refugee costs, in­ 
cluding $100 million for HEW to 
cover initial medical treatm ent and 
screening, education, welfare and 
health costs 
Under federal guidelines to the 


states, medical assistance could be 
provided for refugees facing major 
medical needs but cash welfare pay­ 
ments would not be provided until a 
state had determined that the spon­ 
sorship had broken down 
In that case. HEW said, refugees 
would qualify for Aid to Families 
with Dependent Children whether or 
not there were children in a family. 
The welfare payments would be the 


sam e as that paid to American 
AFDC recipients but states could is­ 
sue the firs t paym ent on an 
emergency basis. 
Weinberger also announced that 
V ie tn a m e s e and C a m b o d ia n 
refugees, and students from those 
countries who were stranded in the 
I nited States when Saigon and 
Phnom Penh fell to the Communists, 
will be eligible for federal education 


grants and guaranteed student loans 
if they want to enroll in American 
colleges this fall. 
He said they qualify because of a 
recent ruling by the Immigration and 
Naturalization Service which said 
that Vietnamese and Cambodians 
who entered the country as non­ 
immigrants and desire to stay may 
remain indefinitely and accept full­ 
time employment 
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CIA report 
at-a-glance 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Here are the m ajor findings, 
conclusions and recommendations of the Rockefeller 
Commission report on the CIA. 
FINDINGS 
MAIL: For more than 20 years, the CIA intercepted 
mail between the United States and the Soviet Union, 
handling up to 4.3 million pieces of mail a year and open­ 
ing as many as 13.000 letters year. 
SURVEILLANCE. During the late 1960s and early 
1970s. Operation CHAOS inserted agents into domestic 
dissident groups and compiled files on 7,200 Americans in 
an effort to uncover a foreign influence behind domestic 
unrest. A simultaneous operation infiltrated dissident 
groups in the Washington, D C., area to determine if they 
planned activities against the CIA. 
Five investigations, some involving wiretaps and other 
physical surveillance, were directed against newsmen 
suspected of receiving classified leaks while investiga­ 
tions of agency personnel identified as security risks in­ 
volved such “ invalid techniques as breakins, wiretaps and 
bugging. 
In 1972 and 1973, the agency monitored long-distance 
phone conversations between the United States and Latin 
America and collected information on calls between 
Western Hemisphere countries and two unidentified 
foreign countries. 
DRUGS. From 1953 to 1963, the agency conducted “ a 
clearly illegal” program to test the influence of drugs on 
humans, including the administration of LSD to persons 
without their knowledge. 
POLITICS: A CIA agent was infiltrated into the cam ­ 
paign of an unidentified congressional candidate 
sometime during the 1970s and furnished the agency with 
reports of behind-the-scene campaign activities. At the 
request of the White House, the CIA contributed $33,000 
from its secret funds to pay stationery and postage costs 
for replies to persons who wrote President Nixon follow­ 
ing the 1970 invasion of Cambodia. 
FILES: The CIA maintains intelligence files on 57,000 
Americans plus some 800,000 active and inactive security 
files on individuals connected with the agency in some 
wav, including 75 current members of Congress. 
KENNEDY: There is no credible evidence to support 
allegations that the CIA was involved in the assassination 
of President John F. Kennedy. 
CONCLUSIONS 
Some of the CIA domestic activities were plainly unlaw­ 
ful and constitued improper invasions upon the rights of 
Americans 
Some illegal and improper activities "w ere initiated or 
ordered by Presidents, either directly or indirectly." 
A detailed analysis of the facts has convinced the com­ 
mission that the great majority of the CIA’s domestic ac- 
tivities comply with its statutory authority." 
RECOMMENDATIONS 
The National Security Act should be mended to make 
clear that t IA activities must be related to foreign, not 
domestic, intelligence. 
With certain exceptions, the President should prohibit 
the CIA from the collection of information about the 
domestic activities of U.S. citizens. 
The President should recommend to Congress creation 
of a joint congressional oversight committee. 
A similar oversight committee should be created within 
the executive branch. 
All files on the domestic activities of American dissi­ 
dents should be destroyed following completion of the 
various congressional investigations now in progress

7 students, teachers 
hurt in gang assault 


Seven persons were injured, four 
of them teachers, in an unexplained 
spree of youth violence at two La 
Puente area junior high schools 
Tuesday afternoon 


One victim, Sierra Vista Junior 
High Sc hool teacher Lewis Paulsen, 
58. required 18 stitches to close head 
cuts suffered when he was attacked 
by the gang near the school. The 
others were treated for less serious 
injuries and all were released from 
Queen of the Valley Hospital. 


Sheriff s deputies gave this ac­ 
count: 
The first victim, Timonty Marcia, 
15, a La Puente High School student, 
was surrounded and attacked near 
Sierra Vista by a gang of seven to 10 
youths. Ruben Solorio. 13, a Sierra 
student, went to his aid and was at­ 
tacked too Then teachers Billy J. 
Sm ith, 36, Paulsen and Daniel 
Gutierrez. 28, all tried individually to 
help the victims and were beaten one 


by one by the youths armed with a 
tire iron and a garden hoe One youth 
threw a knife at Gutierrez and the 
handle hit him in the chest. At that 
point the gang fled to a car nearby 
and sped away. 
A few minutes later the youths 
were seen in the 100 block of Second 
Avenue in La Puente At that loca­ 
tion. one threw a rock and broke out 
a window of La Puente attorney Don 
Durbins’ car. 
At about 3 p m , Sparks Junior 
High School student Mark Peterson, 
14. was surrounded and attacked by 
the same group near that school A 
Sparks teacher, Thomas Rossetti, 
was slugged when he attempted to 
aid the youth and the gang fled. 
Deputies said they arrested two 
juvenile La Puente youths later in 
connection with the beatings The 
pair were booked on suspicion of as­ 
sau lt 
w ith a d eadly w eapon. 
Investigators said they have no ex­ 
planation for the violence. 


Legislators

WASHINGTON (AP) — Leaders of 
c o n g ressio n al

ler Commission report as an in­ 
complete account of CIA operations. 
Senate Majority Leader Mike Man­ 
sfield said today he expects the 
Senate intelligence panel to "go into 
it in detail and lay out all the facts." 
Although he termed the report in­ 
complete. Mansfield called it "a 
good report” disclosing “ lots of fault 
to go around.” 
Meanwhile, Sens. Lowell Weicker,

R-Conn., and Howard Baker, R- 
Tenn., said they would press for 
adoption of a resolution they first 
sponsored last September to have a 
joint permanent congressional over­ 
sight committee police the American 
intelligence-law enforcement com­ 
m unity. 
The reso lu tio n w as 
reintroduced in the new Congress 
last Jan 23 with 23 co-sponsors. 


"Unless the Congress acts to es­ 
tablish accountability, no amount 
of fact-finding is worth a dam n,” 
Weicker said. He and Baker said 
there is no need to hold up creation of 
the oversight committee until the 
Senate intelligence committee com­ 
pletes its probe. 


Elsewhere. Dr. Cyril H Wecht, a 
medical expert whose testimony was 
included in the Rockefeller Commis­ 
sion report, said his statem ents were 
misrepresented by the panel. He 
challenged 
the com m ission to 
release a transcript of his testi­ 
mony. 


Rep. Jam es V Stanton, D-Ohio, 
who was named Tuesday to head a 
new House subcommittee probe of 
the CIA, said the Rockefeller Com­ 
mission report “ is by no means a full 
and complete assessm ent of the 
CIA " 


Stanton said his com m ittee will 
use the Rockefeller Commission 
report as a starting point for an ex­ 
tended. thorough investigation 
"M embers aren’t going to walk 
around with blinders over their eyes 
and cotton in their ears and say they 
don’t want to know or don’t want to 
see,” Stanton said. 
Sen. Frank C hurch, D-Idaho, 
chairman of the Senate intelligence 
com m ittee, said the Rockefeller 
report was “ limited m its scope " He 
criticized the commission’s recom­ 
mendations which he said did not go 
far enough in outlawing specific im­ 
proper domestic activities. 
“ What is needed is specific 
prohibitions in the law with pe­ 
nalities attached to violations of the 
law," Church said in an interview on 
public television. 
Sen. John G. Tower, R-Tex , vice 
chairman of the Senate committee, 
praised President Ford for not allow­ 
ing the report to contain information 
on any Cl A involvement in alleged 
assassination plots. 
"There is a lot of highly sensitive 
m aterial there," Tower said. "There 
isn’t any evidence that any assas­ 
sination plots were successful," he 
added.

OPEC delays oil price hike 


LIBREVILLE, Gabon (A P) - 
Ministers of the oil cartel decided to­ 
day to postpone at least until Oct. 1 
any action on raising prices. 


The ministerial conference of the 
13-nation Organization of Petroleum 
Exporting Countries agreed to put off 
until the end of September an earlier 
decision to quote future prices in 
“ special drawing rights” instead of 
in dollars. 


The OPEC ministers agreed Tues­ 
day to postpone consideration of a 
proposed major price increase of 
some 30 per cent to compensate for 
losses which they claim have been 
caused by inflation since the current 
price freeze went into effect in 
January 1974 


The conversion to special drawing 
rights, an average of 16 major cur­ 
rencies established by the Inter­ 
national Monetary Fund, would have 
resulted in a sm aller price increase 
of some 3 per cent, or 30 cents per 
barrel of crude, for customers pay­ 
ing in dollars 
Ira n ia n d e le g a te 
M oham ed 
Yaganeh, chairman of Iran’s central 
bank, told newsmen the ministers 
approved the principle of quoting 
future prices in special drawing, 
Yaganeh said the postponement 
was agreed as part of O PEC’s 
earlier decision to freeze all prices 
through Sept. 30 
Iran has been 
among the OPEC members wfiich 
most actively advocated a price in­ 
crease. 


Iran and Algeria claim that infla­ 
tion has reduced the purchasing 
power of their oil revenues 35 per 
cent in the 16 months since the freeze 
took effect and prices should be 
raised enough to recover this m full. 
Saudi Arabia and the Persian Gulf 
sheikdoms appear to be prepared to 
settle for less. 
There is no solid evidence that in­ 
flation has eroded oil revenues as 
much as Iran and Algeria claim. In 
Washington, White House press 
secretary Ron Nessen said on Tues­ 
day that President Ford thinks the 
increase should be no more than 7 or 
8 per cent because this would be in 
line with the estimated rate of infla­ 
tion in the oil-consuming countries 
during the first nine months of 1975. 


Woman killed in melee 
Hostages jump inmates, end siege 


NEW WESTMINSTER, B C. (AP) 
— A siege at the British Columbia 
Penitentiary where three inmates 
held 15 hostages for 41 hours ended 
early today when the hostages sought 
to overpower the inmates, a Cana­ 
dian official said 
One woman 
hostage died later of injuries, the of­ 
ficial said. 
Officials at the institution said two 
of the inm ates and a hospital 
worker were injured. 
Solicitor General Warren Allmand 
said at a news conference in Toronto 
th a t the h o stag es rushed the 
prisoners and pushed two of them 
into a vault. 
He said Mary Steinhouser, 32, a 
prison employe, was pushed into the 
vault during the struggle and was 
taken to an hospital where she later 
died. 
He said the cause of her death was 
not immediately known, but an am ­ 
bulance attendant at Westminster 
said she had been shot in the chest. 
However, Rod Keary, New West­ 
minster police chief, said it appeared 
she was stabbed by two of the in­ 


mates who were not engaged in the 
struggle with the other hostages 
He said the stabbing oecured as 
members of the prison’s tactical 
squad entered the area where the 


disturbs nee was taking place and 
fired their guns. He said approx­ 
imately eight shots were fired and 
that the inmates were armed only 
with knives 


After the hostages revolt, prison 
guards who had been watching the 
situation since Monday night when 
the inmates seized the hostages, 
joined the scuffle and recaptured the 
prisoners, 
Allmand said prisoner Andrew 
Bruce, 25. was seriously injured dur­ 
ing the fight 


Jim Murphy, regional head of the 
federal penitentiary system, said at 
least two of the three inmates, all 
serving life sentences on murder or 


attempted murder convictions, had 
been injured But he refused to iden­ 
tify them or their condition 
Murphy said top authorities did not 
trigger the finale in which he said 
several shots were fired 
But he 
would not elaborate further. 
Canadian Press reported that one 
of the intermediaries named by the 
three convicts said the siege ended 
when the hostages attacked their 
captors but the attack apparently 
backfired.

Pomona teachers settle on 85% pay hike goal

Associated Pomona Teachers at a 
school board meeting Tuesday made 
public an agreement between board 
representatives and the Certificated 
Fmploye Council for an 8 5 per cent 
salary increase for 1975-76 
This is the amount included in the 
tentative budget for next year for all 
d istric t em ployes, ex cep t the 
superintendent, which the board ac­ 
cepted for study 
Each year the superintendent's 
salary has to be handled as a 


separate item by the board. This 
year he is being paid $36,400. 
The 
salary agreement was a preamble to 
APT s total package which included 
34 items on 97 pages. APT is a union 
which represents Pomona teachers 
The Certificated Employe Council is 
its negotiating body. 
Schools Sup. Robert E. Wentz told 
the board he had not yet heard from 
the classified em ployes.and that 
m em b ers of the Pom ona Ad­ 
m inistrators Association were tak­ 
ing the position that a formal request 
to the board was not necessarv 


The 8.5 per cent figure, determined 
by administrators in February and 
relayed to employe groups, brings to 
27.57 per cent the pay increase 
Pomona teachers will receive in a 
three-year period. 
It will bring teaching salaries at 
the minimum level from $8,789 to 
$9,536. and at the maximum level of 
$17,578 to $19,076. 
The school board will make a for­ 
mal response to the APT package at 
its next meeting in accordance with 
new state law. The one-week waiting 
period is designed to give the public 


an opportunity to become informed 
and to make suggestions. 
The tentative 1975-76 budget, which 
will be discussed at a special board 
meeting next Tuesday at 7:30 p m., 
shows income of $28,450,288 and ex­ 
penditures of $27,626,495. This does 
not include money the district may 
receive from the federal government 
for special projects. 
It shows a beginning balance of 
$2,026,713. This, explained G arrett C. 
Nichols, assistant superintendent of 
business services, is money left over 
from this year. 


It reflects nearly a $2 million in­ 
crease in state income over this 
year, a $18 million increase in 
property tax income (due to the 
general purpose tax rate increase 
voters approved May 27) and a 
$50,000 increase in interest income 
In the ten tativ e budget, ad­ 
m inistrators are recommending that 
the district's reserve funds be in­ 
creased next year to $823,793 to 
protect against inflation. This year, 
district reserves totaled $141,891 
The new budget shows insurance 
costs to the district up $50,000 to 


$157,071 from $107,071 this year 
It calls for the spending -of 
$1,207,945 for books, supplies and 
equipment replacem ent for next 
year. $56,000 more than was spent 
this vear. 
Nichols told the board that the ten 
tative budget should be considered a 
studv document and that many 
changes would be made before final 
adoption. He said a copy of a 1975-76 
budget must be submitted to the 
county by July 1. and the board had 
until Aug. 8. to ham mer out its final 
budget for next year.

SACRAMENTO (AP) - One of the 
jurors who convicted two Sym­ 
bionese Liberation Army members 
of m urder says the defendants 
revealed their guilt while cross- 
examining a prosecution witness. 
Juror Albert E. Gilding said in an 
interview Tuesday that Russell Lit­ 
tle and Joseph Remiro condemned 
th em selv es by disp lay in g too 
detailed a knowledge of the Oakland 
schools security problems, which 
apparently prompted the cyanide- 
bullet assassination of Supt. Marcus 
Foster. 
The two men, who face sentencing 
on June 27, were granted permission 
by Judge Elvin Sheehy to assist their 
attorneys 
during 
the 
trial 
in 
questioning certain witnesses 
‘It reaffirmed the old adage, that 
he who has himself for a lawyer has 
a fool for a client,” Gilding said. 
The Sacramento County Superior 
Court jury deliberated for 11 days 
before finding the two men guilty 
Monday of murdering Foster and 
trying to kill his deputy, Robert 
Blackburn, on Nov 6, 1973.

the 
jurors 
asked 
to 
rehear cross-examination by Little, 
25. and Remiro. 28. of John Ix*nser,

Defense attorneys argued during 
the trial that even if Little and 
Remiro were involved with the SLA, 
the state failed to show they were in­ 
volved in a conspiracy to kill Foster.

prosecution witness Chris Thompson 
while cross-examining him. 
“ But when we began our de­ 
liberations. we decided to rule it out 
of our minds in fairness to the defen­

majority for the innocence of either 
man 
He said the first vote on Remiro 
taken after eight days of delibera­ 
tions was 10-2 for conviction Jurors 
then switched to discussing Little, 
and the next day voted to convict 
Remiro. 
By Monday, Gilding said, only he 
and two other jurors were holding 
out for Little's acquittal The other 
two switched and Gilding said he 
changed his vote after one of the 
other holdouts told him she had 
based her innocent vote on emotion 
“ She said she couldn't imagine 
such a nice-looking young man doing 
such a thing,” he said. 


“There never was a majority for 
acquittal,” said Kjer. a retired 
newspaper publisher 
He said Superior Court Judge 
Elvin 
Sheehys 
definition 
of 
reasonable doubt, reread to the jury 
late last week, helped sway the dis­ 
senters 
The eight women and four men 
deliberated 11 days before finding 
Remiro and Little guilty in the Nov. 
6. 1973 cyanide-bullet death of Foster 
and the wounding of his top aide, 
Robert Blackburn. 
Sentencing is scheduled June 27 
The two, who face a number of other 
charges, could be sentenced to life in 
prison, with parole possible in seven 
years. 
Kjer said he had an easier time 
reaching a verdict on Remiro, who 
owned a gun police said was used to 
kill Foster. Prosecution attem pts to 
link a second murder weapon to Lit­ 
tle were less successful 
Although the prosecution built a 
conspiracy case on circumstantial 
evidence, with no testimony that 
either defendant had been at the 
death scene, Kjer said he thought 
they probably had killed Foster. He 
said other jurors disagreed with him 
The prosecution contended the two 
had taken part in a murder con­ 
spiracy by the SLA, which claimed 
responsibility for Foster’s death 
Under California law, such a con­ 
spiracy is grounds for a murder ver­ 
dict. 
Asked if he thought he had gotten 
to know Little and Remiro during the 
two-month trial, Kjer said, “ Not at 
all.” He said he was “certainly sur­ 
prised” by the smiles on their faces 
as they left the courtroom. 
Remiro’s attorney, Edward Mer­ 
rill, said Tuesday his client seemed 
in good spirits. 
“ He said, You did a great job 
Don't feel sorry. I knew I wasn't go­ 
ing to get a fair trial from this jury."

Claremont receives list of 
‘painful' budget cut ideas

The Claremont City Council Tues­ 
day night received recommendations 
totaling $208.145 in 1975-76 budgetary 
cutbacks, but will not act on the 
reductions until a public hearing 
June 28 when councilmen expect to 
adopt a tentative budget for the com­ 
ing fiscal year 
City Manager Norman R King told 
the council it was difficult and pain­ 
ful for him and the department heads 
to develop and submit the cutback in­ 
formation. 
The recommended cutbacks were 
in response to a count'll order that all 
departm ent heads reduce their 
budget requests by 10 per cent 
because operating expenses in the 
proposed budget exceed expected 
revenues by $375,000 
King said that if the council ap­ 
proved the suggested cutbacks which 
affe c t ev ery d e p a rtm e n t, and 
several fee increases which could 
raise $22,000, the deficit could be 
decreased to $145.000 which would 
require about a 25 cents per $100 as­ 
sessed valuation tax hike 
King explained that the city s san­ 
itation operation is at least $18 000 in 
the red. and that if no charge is made 
in the method of home rubbish col­ 
lection. he would recommend strong­ 
ly that sanitation fees be increased, 
which on a half-year basis could 
raise from $12,500 to $15.000 
King said that the city could raise 
approximately $3.000 by initiating a 
56-cenl-per-person registration fee 
for recreation department classes 
Councilman Gene Block said he 
was not in favor of a recommend.» 
tion to charge Colt and Pony baseball 
leagues $7 an hour for use of bail 
field lights at Cahuilla Park 
Hut Block favored charging non­ 
resident lees to all boys and girls in 


youth leagues that use city park 
facilities. 
King said he strongly urges im­ 
plementation of a fee such as $3 a 
person for each out-of-town partici­ 
pant 
King explained that since the city 
proposes to raise $13 million next 
year by property tax, and $700,000 of 
the budget is for parks and recrea­ 
tion, “ that is further justification for 
being tough on residents living in the 
county area, who use our parks and 
recreation facilities, but pay no city 
tax.” 
Councilmen as a whole favored in­ 
creasing the non-resident tee for 
recreation classes from 25 per cent 
to 50 per cent 


Under suggested reductions for 
serious consideration was implemen 
tation of the city ’s smog alert 
program 
Councilwomen Eleanor Cohen and 
Claire McDonald both supported get­ 
ting the program off the ground to 
alert citizens to smog alerts. 
As to deleting the city’s dial-a-nde 
program. Mrs

Donald and Councilm an Frank 
Hungerford are for not halting the 
program right now 


King called the program success­ 
ful. but told the council that the city 
has made itself ineligible for federal 
funding because the city initiated the 
program itself

Ford to move on CIA in two months 


Congressional panel 
to oversee agency? 


WASHINGTON (AP) — President 
Ford will act on the Rockefeller 
Commission recommendations for 
ending unlawful CIA domestic ac­ 
tivities within two months and will 
seek to have all CIA probes wrapped 
up by Sept. 1. an informed White 
House source predicts 
Meantime, 
another source said 
the chairman of the Senate intel­ 
ligence committee is prepared to en­ 
dorse in a Senate speech today 
one of the commission s m ajor 
recommendations — creation of a 
joint congressional panel to oversee 
the Central Intelligence Agency on a 
continuing basis. 
, But the chairman, Sen. Frank 
Church. D-Idaho. criticized some of 
the commission's other recommen­ 
dations on Tuesday, saying they did 
not go far enough in specifically out­ 
lawing improper domestic activities. 
Ford’s timetable for dealing with 
the Rockefeller findings calls for a 
decision within 30 days on what to do 
about the still-secret material on al­ 
leged 
CIA 
assassination 
plots, 
according to the White House source. 
The source said he could not predict 
what action Ford would take or what 
his response would be to the commis­ 
sion’s recommendations to prevent 
future domestic abuses. 
The recommendations were part 
of a 300-page report released Tues­ 
day which found that the CIA con­ 
ducted a number of 
plainly unlaw­ 
ful’ domestic operations, including 
opening of mail and surveillance of 
U.S. citizens, which violated the 
rights of Americans 
The commission revealed for the 
first time that the CIA had ad­ 
ministered drugs to unsuspecting 
human guinea pigs, monitored long­ 
distance phone calls, infiltrated a 
congressional campaign and con­ 
tributed its secret funds to a White 
House political project. 
Some of these activities, which 
have all been terminated, "were in­ 
itiated or ordered by presidents, 
either directly or indirectly.’’ the 
commission found 
However, the 
eight-member panel concluded that 
the great m ajority of the CIA s 
domestic activities comply with the 
law., 
A Justice Department spokesman 
said officials have begun an informal 
review of laws which might apply to 
both the domestic violations and the 
alleged 
assassination 
plots 
The 
spokesman noted that federal laws 
are restricted by the standard five- 
year statute of limitations, which ap­ 
parently would rule out prosecutions 
for any acts committed during the 
Eisenhower, Kennedy and Johnson 
administrations and the first year of 
. 
the Nixon administration 


The 
Rockefeller 
Commission 
* 
report, which is the result of a five- 


month investigation ordered by 
Ford, praised the CIA’s over-all 
record of operating within the law 
and said the agency is needed to 
enable the president to make sound 
international decisions 
But the report described in detail a 
number of already-reported opera­ 
tions such as the gathering of files on 
antiwar radicals and other domestic 
dissidents 
And it also described 
these previously undisclosed do­ 
mestic activities. 
—“ A clearly illegal’’ program to 
test 
the 
influence of drugs on 
humans, 
including 
the 
adminis­ 
tration of LSD to persons without 
their knowledge In one case, a man 
given LSD later committed suicide 
—The infiltration of a CIA agent 
into the campaign of an unidentified 
congressional candidate The agent 
furnished the CIA with reports of 
behind the scenes campaign ac­ 
tivities. 
—Monitoring long-distance phone 
calls between the United States and 
Latin America in an effort to identify 
narcotics traffickers. 
—The collection of information on 
long-distance phone calls between 
Western Hemisphere countries, in­ 
cluding the United States and two 
unidentified foreign countries. 


—The contribution of more than 
$33,000 trom the CIA’s secret budget 
for paym ent of statio n ery and 
postage costs for replies to persons 
who wrote President Richard M 
Nixon after the 1970 invasion of Cam­ 
bodia 


T h e commission report makes 
no recommendations for legal ac­ 
tion. but notes that some of the 
agency’s domestic operations may 
have violated constitutional rights of 
free speech and protection from un­ 
reasonable searches and seizures 
Some of the activities also may have 
violated federal wiretap laws and 
statutes protecting the mails. 


In all. the commission found that 
the CIA maintained intelligence files 
on 57,000 Americans, plus some 
800.000 active and inactive security 
files on individuals connected with 
the agency in some way. a majority 
of whom are U.S. citizens. The 
agency also has security files on 75 
current members of Congress, ac­ 
cording to the report. 


The commission said it could find 
“ no evidence that the CIA par­ 
ticipated in the Watergate break-in 
or in the post Watergate cover up." 
However, the report stated that CIA 
responses to the requests of various 
investigators for information “ were 
either incomplete or delayed and 
some m aterials that may or may not 
have contained relevant information 
were destroyed "

Recession is bottoming out; 
upturn seen by end of year 


PHILADELPHIA (AP) - Univer­ 
sity of Pennsylvania economists said 
today “ the most prolonged and 
serious recession of the postwar 
period appears to be bottoming out ” 
They predicted an upturn in the na­ 
tion’s economy before the end of 
the year 
“ We foresee moderate expansion 
th roughout 
1976.’’ 
said th re e 
Wharton School professors in an op 
tunistic projection of the economy 
for the next 24 months 
However, the econom ists cau­ 
tioned that it will be early 1977 
■ before production levels climb back 
to the rates they achieved late in 
1973.” They warned that while the 


economy recovers, unemployment in 
the United States will "remain dis­ 
tressingly high for some time to 
coine 
They also said President Ford’s 
energy policy will be a 
mildly 
restricting influence because it will 
add several cents a gallon to the cost 
of gasoline 
Specifically they cited these forces 
in the anticipated revival 
— The stim ulus of tax rebate 
checks and lower federal business 
and personal taxes 
A considerable decline in the in­ 
flation rate 
- Easier credit, 
lower interest 
rates, and an ample money supply 


"Housing, consumer spending on 
durables, and business capital for­ 
mation should be favorably in­ 
fluenced by these financial con­ 
ditions,” said Lawrence R Klein, F 
Gerald Adams and David M Howe of 
Wharton Econometric Forecasting 
Associates 
The forecast, based on a com­ 
puterized mathematical model of the 
American economy, indicated that 
starting this October the gross 
national product will rise by from 5 
to 6 per cent 
“ As the recovery begins, imports 
should begin growing rapidly while 
exports respond more slowly to ac­ 
tivity in the rest of the world, 
the 
forecast said 


No fear of 
plague in 
L.A. area 


BERKELEY (AP) - A plague in 
California 
is 
unlikely 
this 
year 
despite the death ot a girl and an out­ 
break among rodents at a Los 
Angeles area park, says a state 
health official 
Dr Jam es Chin, chief of the infec­ 
tious disease section of the state 
Department of Health, said Tuesday 
investigators believe the outbreak in 
Arcadia Wilderness Park is “fairly 
atypical ” 
He added in an interview: 
“ At present they don t feel there is 
any problem outside that park, and it 
is their judgment that this is not a 
hot year for plague activity." 
The park near Los Angeles was 
closed Monday. 
Local and state 
health agencies started spraying in­ 
secticide into rodent burrows to kill 
fleas that spread the plague 
Several squirrels, rats and other 
animals have died in the park recent­ 
ly. showing plague symptoms 
A Los Angfles Countv health of­ 
ficial said chances are small that any 
humans will be infected, but persons 
in the area were warned not to touch 
dead or sick animals in the area 
Last month a girl in Ventura 
County died of bubonic plague She 
was the first Californian since 1970 to 
die of the disease that ravaged 
Europe in the Middle Ages

said animals infected with plague 
are generally found in foothill areas 
of the Sierras, Tehachapis and San

“ The intellectuals, the profes­ 
sionals and the rich left months 
ago,” said a young man making no 
attem pt to conceal his anger 
“The Communists are to blame, 
said another, referring to Portugal » 


leftist military leaders, many of 
whom fought a 13-year colonial war 
in Angola before seizing power in 
Lisbon 13 months ago and deciding to 
turn rule over to a transitional 
government of their former foes 
ahead of independence 
Several refugees reported seeing 
young bovs roaming the streets of

Find it hard to agree 
Governors to adopt 
resolution on energy 


NEW ORLEANS, La ( A P ) - T h e 
nation's governors talked about the 
energy c r isis, calling it an 
emergency, but they found it impos­ 
sible to agree in a hurry on anything 
more than the need for more money 
The governors, who met for more 
than an hour Tuesday without suc­ 
cess, are expected to adopt an 
energy resolution at today’s closing 
session of the 67th annual National 
Governors Conference. 
The resolution, similar to an im­ 
promptu one approved Tuesday, de­ 
mands that states get half of the 
proposed 3-cent increase in the 
federal gasoline tax and 20 per cent 
of anything above that 
But it also contained general op­ 
position to a rise in the cost of 
petroleum products, including Uie 


gas tax hikes proposed by the 
Democratic House and the oil import 
tariff of President Ford 
State governments generally feel a 
hike in federal taxes will cut gasoline 
consumption and thus lower 
tevenues from state fuel taxes Thus 
the governors sought to insure their 
fair share of any hike 
Gov. Edwin W Edwards, D-La . 
talked his fellow governors into giv­ 
ing up an easy afternoon of recrea­ 
tion and minor meetings Tuesday to 
come up with a proposal to do 
something about energy 
“There are 8‘i million unem­ 
ployed Americans,” 
Edwards 
chided. *‘H we don’t do something 
about the problems, the next great 
group of unemployed Americans will 
be the elected officials.’’ 


105-year-old killed in 'righteous anger' 


TAVARES, Fla (AP) - Ed “ Possum Slim" Myers a 
105-year-old man accused of killing one friend and 
wounding another, says he was moved by “ righteous 
anger" because they took his money 
“ Age is no defense.” Asst. State Atty. Morton Aulls 
said Tuesday in explaining he would reluctantly prosecute 
Myers “ It’s just a mess, I know, but 1 don’t know what 
else we could do." 
However, the charges were reduced to second-degree 
murder in the shooting death of 51-year-old Louise 
Stewart Myers was first booked for first-degree murder 
in the Stewart shooting and attempted murder in the 
wounding of Sammy Tolbert. 44, shot in the side and nose 
Meanwhile, Myers said in an interview he will ask 
Jesus “ to go into the hearts of the judge and jury’ to help 
them understand 
“They just take my money.” Myers said "I’d just done 
lost so much 1 couldn’t go no further ” 
Myers says he went to Mrs Stewart's house in the near­ 
by Central Florida city of Sorrento on Saturday to give 
her a birthday present of $5 and a half-pint of gin. 
“She said, 'Why don t you give me a birthday present^ 
You know I’ll give you one on your birthday,’ ” Myers 
said. 


Myers said he agreed, but he said Mrs. Stewart was not 
satisfied with the gift and grabbed several bills from his 
hand Myers said he walked to his nearby home, got a 
pistol, returned and began shooting. 
“ I just couldn't stand it no m ore,” said Myers, who 
claimed he has been robbed eight times during the last 
seven years. 
Myers said “ righteous" anger caused him to shoot Mrs 
Stewart, but contended he holds no hard feelings toward 
her. 
• 
“ Being a church member, I couldn't have no hard heart 
for her,” he said. “That wouldn t be living right." 
Authorities said Myers, Mrs Stewart and Tolbert, who 
was at Mrs. Stewart's house, were “ ail good friends and 
neighbors." 
Myers, who was being held without bond, said he 
doesn't like jail much because his toes have curled up 
“ from the cram p ” 
"I don’t get to walk around much here,” he said. 
Aulls said he doesn't like the idea of keeping Myers in 
jail, but could find no other alternative such as hospitaliz­ 
ing him 
“They say he’s in good health and probably will outlive 
m e,” Aulls said.

WASHINGTON (AP) - 
Sen. Henry M. Jackson, D- 
Wash., said Tuesday that 
Alabama Gov. George C. 
Wallace is a major threat 
in next year’s race for the 
Democratic presidential 
n o m i n a t io n , 
but he 
predicted Wallace would 
not end up on the party's 
ticket. 
Jackson, wdio is seeking 
the nomination, also said 
that neither Wallace nor 
anyother candidate should 
be required to take a 
loyalty oath promising to 
support any candidate the 
Democrats nominate. 
“ I can’t say I’m going to 
support any candidate the 
party puts up," Jackson 
said at a breakfast meeting 
with reporters. 
" I’m opposed to a loyalty 
oath," he said. "That puts 
you in a situation where 
you’re called upon to sup­ 
port anyone in advance. 
You don’t know who he is, 
what his program is, what 
he's going to offer. 
"I don’t agree with Wal­ 
lace. but Wallace has the 
r i g h t to run in the 
primaries," Jackson said, 
predicting that the pri­ 
maries were as far as the 
governor would go. 
"I think the ticket in 1976 
will be a ticket with Wal­ 
lace not on it," he said. 
Jackson defended his 
record on civil rights is­ 
sues and at the same time 
criticized the records com­ 
piled by W allace and 
form er North Carolina 
Gov. Terry Sanford, the 
Hatest entry into the 
Democratic contest. 
Sanford has said his 
campaign would focus on 


Wallace, and he has 
criticized other ca n ­ 
didates for not doing the 
same. 
But Jackson said: "1 
have a congressional 
record on all the issues 
that Terry Sanford does 
not have, th ere’s no one in 
the Senate that has a more 
constructive record on 
civil rights than I have.” 
Jackson said the record 
Wallace has built as 
governor of Alabama 
“ speaks for itself." 
"His record on labor and 
social legislation is not in 
the mainstream of the 
D e m o c r a tic 
p a r t y , ” 
Jackson said. 
But, Jackson conceded, 
Wallace "is saying things 
that are hitting a raw 
nerve’’ with an element of 
the party. 
Jackson said that if he is 
nominated, his running 
mate could be either a 
black or a woman. 
He named Gov. Ella 
Grasso of Connecticut as a 
woman qualified to run for 
vice president. 
Jackson said he was 
tentatively planning to 
devote most of his cam­ 
paign efforts to large in­ 
dustrial states, including 
Connecticut, New York, 
New Jersey. Pennsylvania, 
Ohio, Indiana, Michigan 
and Illinois. 
"There's the bulk of the 
delegate vote," he said. 
He also said he does not 
expect Sen. Edward M. 
Kennedy, D-Mass., to 
enter the presidential race. 
"I take it he is not a can­ 
didate and will not run,” 
Jackson said.

Proudfoot said McCall 
complained angrily five 
minutes before the blaze 
erupted at about noon that 
his case had been con­ 
tinued "He was very mad 
over the continuance," 
Proudfoot said 
"He had 
been in ja il too long 
w ithout going to court." 
McCall was arrested 
April 3 on a robbery charge 
stemming from a purse 
snatching, officials said.

Under the new proposal, 
Los Angeles, San Bernar­ 
dino, Orange, Riverside, 
Santa Barbara and Ven­ 
tura counties will have a 
part in developing new 


policies for the rapid 
abatement of air pollution, 
he added. 
‘‘The regional approach 
is based in part on studies 
which demonstrate that 
smog may travel up to 150 
miles from the site produc­ 
ing it.” 
McVittie said he hopes 
the regional approach will 
help reach the goal of clear 
skies for Southern Califor­ 
nia.

WASHINGTON (A PI - 
The Central Intelligence 
Agency conducted a 
number of “ plainly unlaw­ 
ful” domestic operations, 
including opening of mail 
and surveillance of U.S. 
citizens, which violated the 
rights of Americans, ac­ 
cording to the Rockefeller 
Commission. 
In a 300-page report 
made public Tuesday, the 
panel headed by Vice 
President Nelson A. 
Rockefeller disclosed for 
the first time that the CIA 
had administered drugs to 
unsuspecting 
human 
guinea pigs, monitored 
long-distance phone calls, 
infiltrated a congressional 
campaign and contributed 
its secret funds to a White 
House political project. 
Some of these activities, 
which have all been termi­ 
nated. "were initiated or 
ordered by Presidents, 
either directly or in­ 
directly,” the commission 
found. 
However, the eight- 
member panel concluded 
that “ the great majority of 
the CIA's domestic ac­ 
tivities comply” with the 
agency charter barring it 
from internal security 
tunctions. The commission 
offered 
30 
reco m ­ 
mendations, 
including 
creation of a joint congres- 
sional com m ittee to 
oversee all CIA oper­ 
ations. designed to prevent 
future violations 
A 
C IA 
spokesm an 
declined immediate com­ 
ment on the report as 
agency officials studied the 
document 
The report, which is the 
result of a five-month 
investigation ordered by 
President Ford, described 
in detail a number of 
already reported opera­ 
tions such as the gathering 
of files on antiwar radicals 
and other domestic dissi­ 
dents. However, the report 
also described the follow­ 
ing previously undisclosed 
domestic activities which 
the commission said were 
either illegal or improper: 
—•'A clearly illegal” 
program to test the in­ 
fluence of drugs on 
humans, including the 
administration of LSD to 
persons without their 
knowledge The program 
lasted from 1953 to 1963 and 
on one occasion an Army 
employe was killed when 
he jumped from a 10th 
floor window several days 
after being given a dose of 
LSD. The commission 
received other reports of 
test subjects becoming ill 
for hours or days and of 
one person requiring 
hospitalization. 
—The infiltration of a 
CIA agent into the cam­ 
paign of an unidentified 
congressional 
candidate 
sometime during the 1970s. 
The agent furnished the 
CIA with reports “ of 
behind the scenes ac­ 
tivities in the campaign. ” 
— The collection of 
inform ation on long­ 
distance phone calls in 1972 
and 1973 between Western 
Hemisphere countries, in­ 
cluding the United States 
and two, unidentified 
foreign countries. The 
agency contended that no 
use was ever made of the 
information, which did not 
include the content of 
conversations, but the 
commission cited a March, 
1972, memorandum which 
“ indicates that the names 
of the Americans par 
ticipating in such calls 
records to determine if 
they were of 
possible 
operations interest ’ 
—For a six-month period 
in 1973. the CIA monitored 
long distance telephone 
calls between the United 
States and Latin America 
in an effort to identify nar 
cotics traffickers “ While 
the intercept was focused 
on foreign nationals, it is 
clear that 
American 
citizens were parties to 
many of the monitored cal 
Is ” The program was ter­ 
minated after the agen 
cy’s general counsel deter 
mned it was illegal 
—At the request of the 
White House, the CIA con­ 
tributed more than 133,000 
from its secret budget for 
payment of stationery and 
postage costs for replies to 
persons who wrote Presi 
dent Nixon following the 
1970 invasion of Cambodia 
Use of the secret CIA funds 
apparently “ provided an 
opportunity to hike the ex 
penditures,” the report 
said 
President Ford an 
nounred Monday night that 
all evidence gathered by 
the commission would be 
turned over to the Justice 


Department for possible 
criminal action as well as 
to the Senate and House 
committees investigating 
the CIA and other U.S. in­ 
telligence agencies. 
The commission report 
makes no recommenda­ 
tions for legal action but 
notes that some of the 
agency’s domestic oper­ 
ations may have violated 
constitutional rights of 
free speech and protection 
from 
unreasonable 
searches and seizures. 
Some of the activities also 
may have violated federal 
wiretap lawrs and statutes 
protecting the mails and 
individual tax returns, the 
commission added. 
The Commission said 
that “ the mere fact that 
the agency has files on or 
containing the names of 
American citizens is not in 
itself a violation” of the 
1947 National Security Act 
establishing the CIA. “ The 
test is always the purpose 
for which the files were ac­ 
cumulated and the use 
made of them there­ 
after,” the commission 


said 
A Justice Department 
spokesman said officials 
have begun an informal 
review of laws which 
might apply to the do­ 
mestic activities, including 
the federal statutes mak­ 
ing it a crime to violate a 
citizen's civil rights. 
The Rockefeller Com­ 
mission also gathered in­ 
formation on alleged CIA 
involvem ent 
in 
a s ­ 
sassination plots against 
foreign leaders but that 
information has not been 
made public. The commis­ 
sion explained that it did 
not have enough time to 
complete this aspect of its 
investigation. 
Asked what statutes 
might bear on the assas­ 
sination allegations, a 
Ju s tic e D epartm ent 
spokesman said the pos­ 
sibilities include the Logan 
Act which makes it a 
federal crime for an un­ 
authorized person to in­ 
fluence the foreign policy 
of another nation and a 
statute making it a federal 
crime for an American to 


mount an illegal expedition 
against a foreign country. 
In both cases, depart­ 
ment lawyers stressed that 
successful 
prosecution 
would depend on proving 
that the defendant was 
acting without proper au­ 
thorization from high 
government officials. 
Another 
possibility 
would be a state prosecu­ 
tion for murder or con­ 
spiracy to commit mur­ 
der This would require a 
review of the laws where 
the offense allegedly oc­ 
curred, possibly Virginia 
where CIA headquarters 
are located. 
The federal laws are 
restricted by the standard 
five-year statute of limia- 
tions, which apparently 
would rule out prose­ 
cutions for any acts com- 
mitted 
during 
the 
Eisenhower, Kennedy, and 
Johnson administrations 
and the first year of the 
Nixon administration. As 
for a state m urder 
prosecution, the statutes of 
limitations vary from state 
to state but usually run 


much longer than five 
years. 
The previously reported 
CIA domestic operations 
confirmed and detailed by 
the commission report in­ 
cluded: 
—A 20-year program of 
mail surveillance between 
the United States and the 
Soviet Union which in­ 
volved the handling of up to 
4 3 million pieces of mail a 
year and opened as many 
as 13,000 letters a year A 
second, more limited pro­ 
ject involved the surveil­ 
lance of mail between the 
United States and the Far 
East while a third project 
opened and photographed 
200 items of international 
mail passing through the 
United States. The CIA 
“ was aware that the 
program would be viewed 
as violating federal 
criminal laws” which 
prohibit obstruction or 
delay of the mails, the 
report said. 
—A special intelligence 
unit known as Operation 
CHAOS which, beginning 
in 1967. “ became a 


repository for large quan 
tities of information on the 
domestic activities of 
American citizen s.” 
Operation CHAOS in­ 
serted 
agents 
into 
domestic dissident groups 
in order to establish cover 
for operations abroad, 
compiled files on 7,200 
American citizens, and 
developed a computerized 
index of the names of more 
than 300,000 persons and 
organizations. 
Although the stated pur­ 
pose of Operation CHAOS 
was to determine whether 
American dissidents had 
any foreign contacts, on 
three occasions agents 
were 
“ s p e c ific a lly 
d irected 
to c o lle ct 
domestic intelligence,” the 
panel found. 
Presidents Lyndon B. 
Johnson and Richard M. 
Nixon, along with their 
staffs, “ made continuing 
and insistent requests of 
the C IA for detailed 
evaluation of possible 
foreign involvement in the 
domestic dissident scene,” 
and it was these White 


House demands which 
“ seem to have encouraged 
top CIA management to 
stretch and, on some occa­ 
sions, to exceed” the 
agency charter, the report 
said. 
—A 1967 program which 
“ at first monitored, but 
later infiltrated, dissident 
organizations in the 
Washington, D.C., area to 
determine if the groups 
planned any activities 
against CIA or other 
government 
in ­ 
stallations.” The agency’s 
O ffice 
of 
S e c u rity 
produced weekly reports 
“ analyzing dissident ac­ 
tivities and providing 
calendars of futures 
events.” 
The operation was 
gradually expanded to in­ 
clude a total of 16 organiza­ 
tions ranging from the 
Black Panthers to the 
Washington Urban League. 
“ The agency’s infiltration 
of dissident groups in the 
Washington area went far 
beyond steps necessary to 
protect the agency's own 
facilities, 
personnel and 


operations and therefore 
exceeded the CIA’s statu­ 
tory authority,” the 
commission concluded. 
—Five investigations 
were directed against un- 
identified 
newsmen 
suspected of receiving 
leaks of classified informa­ 
tion. Three newsmen were 
tapped, at least once with 
the knowledge and ap: 
proval of then-Atty. Gen. 
Robert F. Kennedy, and 
three investigations were 
found in which reporters 
were placed under physical 
surveillance. “ The CIA's 
investigation of newsmen 
to determine their sources 
of classified information 
stemmed from pressures 
from the White House,” 
the panel found. 
—On several occasions, 
the a A placed “ special 
coverage” 
on other 
persons with no con­ 
nection to the agency. In 
1971, six U.S. citizens and 
one foreigner were fol­ 
lowed for three months as 
the result of a report that 
they intended to assassi-

Bond election ahead 
for Chino schools 


A bond election to raise funds for 
school building needs is planned for 
Chino next November 
The school 
board however has not yet decided 
whether to ask the voters for $19 m il­ 
lion over a ten year period or $7 m il­ 
lion over the next five years. 


At a Chino School Board m eeting 
Tuesday night the board instructed 
the adm inistration to contact as 
many people as possible (including 
Parent-Teachers Association groups, 
school advisory- boards, parent ad­ 
visory council m em bers and civic 
groups», to get recom m endations for 
which of the two plans to take to the 
voters. 


The district predicts a 6 per cent 
growth factor during the next ten 
years, 
m aking increased school 
housing necessary Both elem entary 


and high schools are expected to 
need increased facilities or new 
buildings by 1977. The district pro­ 
jection does not look for any new 
housing needs for the junior high 
schools until 1981. 


The debate centered around the 
feasibility of taxpayer acceptance of 
each program The m ajority of the 
board felt that a five year program 
would be m ore acceptable to the 
voters, with a strong possibility that 
at the end of that tim e there would 
have to be another bond election 
They agreed that if the com m unity 
seem ed to favor a ten year program 
they would m ake that proposal to the 
voters, otherw ise they would request 
voter endorsem ent of a five year 
bond issue 


The board accepted a report on an 


optional year-round program at 
Buena Vista High School, the Chino 
continuation school 
The program 
would begin July 7, 1975 
The program would include open 
access and attendance in modules of 
three weeks. Students would be re­ 
quired to select a schedule that totals 
175 days of possible attendance, the 
n u m b er of days re q u ire d in a 
traditional schedule. 
Sixty students have indicated their 
d esire to attend the year-round 
program beginning next month This 
would, the board was told, be enough 
students to justify the program . 
Buena Vista Principal. H W Hol­ 
land told the board that a year-round

Bonita trustees 
approve budget 


T rustees of the Bonita School 
D istrict approved a revised 1975-76 
budget of $10 283,148 Tuesday, up 10 
per cent from last year.

trict 
School trustees are the only ones 
who have not yet approved the funds 
They tabled the item at Tuesday’s 
m eeting, in order to find out where 
the money would com e from 
Most of the cuts applied to the 
CAC’s original $45,000 proposal cam e 
in the personnel area Only one full­ 
tim e employe is being approved for 
the program — a center director 
paid $788 a month Also, there will be

M eanw hile, during the budget 
work session, councilm en m ade no 
changes in the proposed $6 5 million 
spending plan, for next year 
Mayor Bob McLeod com m ended 
the staff for “ an extrem ely good 
budget " He added he was “ very 
pleased" with the presentation by 
City M anager Robert Fast 
Only m inor changes w ere expected 
in the plan, which proposes a 30 per 
cent increase in spending over last 
year It was revealed that $16 m il­ 
lion had been cut from departm ental 
requests before the budget was for­ 
m ulated 
The council heard a page-by page 
presentation by F ast but registered 
only m inor com plaints They will dis­ 
cuss the budget again on June* 17.

An 8 per cent pay raise Is being of­ 
fered to 1.000 employes of Mt San 
Antonio College today following the 
longest m eeting in the history of the 
board of trustees. 
The trustees m et for six hours and 
50 m inutes Tuesday night, most of 
that in a closed session, to ham m er 
out their response to an employe re­ 
quest for a 12 per cent increase for 
the year that sta rts July 1 
Don G reeley, president of the 
faculty association, told the board at 
the end of that m arathon session that 
he would present the trustees' offer 
to his organization this afternoon 
He declined to say w hether he 
would recom m end acceptance 
The raises would cost the district 
approxim ately $1 million 
Richard 
Todd, 
p resid e n t of the board, 
claim ed th.it the money would have 
to com e from deficit spending, 
although Jam es Simpson, vice presi­ 
dent in charge of business affairs, 
told the trustees earlier that the col­ 
lege coffers showed a surplus and al­ 
located reserves of more than $34 
million 
The raises were not all uniform 
The nonteaching classified em ployes 
w ere offered a 3 per cent raise 
across the board plus an additional 
$40 a month for each employe Todd 
said the com bination would average 
out to about 8 per cent. 
The board declined to increase the 
pay of those instructors who are 
teaching noncredit courses in adult 
education 
They will continue to 
receive $13 an hour 
But the trustees raised the pay of 
evening instructors teaching credit 
courses from $13 to $14 04 an hour, an 
8 per cent boost 
Under the proposal the 8 per cent 
raises for full-tim e teachers would 
range from about $900 a year to those 
on the bottom of the scale to $1.700 
for those on the top 
In granting the raises, the board 
denied most of the fringe benefits 
sought by the em ployes, including 
free dental care, an ll-m onth-year 
for departm ent heads in place of the 
present 104 months, and a quarterly 
review of salaries so that they could 
follow the inflation index m ore close­ 
ly 
The board did not agree to appoint 
an outside consultant to review a 
contention by women em ployes that 
they were being paid less than men 
for the sam e type of work 


Todd cam e out of the lengthy ex­ 
ecutive session several tim es during 
the night to tell the audience which 
stuck by that the session was Liking 
so long, "not only because we don’t 
agree with som e of the dem ands, but 
we don’t even ag ree with each 
other."

Has Reagan 
been asleep? 


Ronald Reagan has not, and may not, toss his hat 
into the 1976 GOP presidential ring. But if the 
former governor of California seriously entertains 
hopes of becoming a future president of the United 
States, he is going to have to stop pouring the same 
old rhetoric out of the same old bottles if he is to 
gain the support of more than a fringe fraction of 
Americans. 
Either that, or we are mistaken in the belief that 
the American people as a whole have consistently 
demonstrated more perception, more compassion, 
more plain common sense than their leaders, or 
those who would lead them. 
Reagan came on like Barry Goldwater in 1964 in 
his remarks at the National Headliners Club annual 
awards banquet in Washington the other night. The 
United States, he said, should have sent its B-52s 
to blunt North Vietnam’s thrust into South Vietnam 
in violation of the Paris peace accords. 
The objection is not that the big bombers could 
not have done the job and South Vietnam once again 
have been saved. But at what cost? How many 
bombers would have been shot down, how many 
new POWs and MIAs have been created? 
• 
And to what purpose? The American people long 
ago realized that they could go on saving South Viet­ 
nam indefinitely and that at some time or another 
the Vietnamese had to be left to sink or swim by 
their own efforts. 
It is dismaying, if not downright frightening, to 
hear a man of Reagan’s political prominence talk­ 
ing as if he had been on another planet for the past 
10 years. 
The United States should also have acted “ in any 
way to prevent or discourage the (leftist) takeover 
of "Portugal’’ which threatens our bases in the 
Azores, said Reagan. 
“ In any way ”? Does that mean economic 
blackmail? Subversion? Assassination? The B52s 
again9 Or the way the Soviet Union prevents and 
discourages her satellites from wandering — by 
military occupation9 
What gives the United States the right to act “ in 
any way’’ toward another nation (provided it is a 
much smaller nation, of course) if that nation does 
not behave the way we think it should? 
Americans like to think they are a little bit dif- 
torent from their ideological opponents, that they 
have something more to offer the world than con­ 
tinual proof that we are the fastest gun in the West. 
The United States, Reagan went on, should be 
“ stronger, tougher, more determined to battle the 
Communists in any area of the world.” The free 
world is crying out for strong American leadership, 
he said, and we are not providing it. 
But why must we be strong and tough and deter­ 
mined when it comes to North Vietnam, which 
could never remotely threaten our national 
security, and be smiling and friendly and 
cooperative with China and the Soviet Union, at 
least one of which has the power to obliterate us 
many times over9 
It is not that the American people oppose detente 
with the two Communist powers. Indeed, this is one 
of the few accomplishments they have always given 
Richard Nixon high marks for 
But they cannot see what purpose was served by 
expending 66.000 lives and $150 billion dollars in the 
name of stopping “ world communism” in Vietnam, 
only to turn around and sell high technology 
products to the Russians. 
As we said. Ronald Reagan comes on like Barry 
Goldwater in 1964 If he keeps it up. he’s going to go 
out the same way — and maybe the Republican 
Party with him

Ford's future 
in Mayaguez 


WASHINGTON - (NEA) - The rules of national 
politics, being similar to the rules of professional wrestl­ 
ing. permit the perpetration of the crudest kind of 
chicanery on the spectators. Hence the Republican party 
leadership continues to view the Mayaguez affair, as, 
chirps one. “ the best thing that could have happened to 
Jerrv Ford “ 
It wasn t the best thing that could happen to the 
Marines who took part in the rescue: the last estimate of 
the military was that 38 U S. servicemen were killed in 
the events surrounding the rescue of 39 Mayaguez 
seamen Nor was it the best thing for the unknown 
number of Cambodians who lost their lives because of the 
hauteur of their superiors But Jerry Ford9 Republicans 
have b»»en almost unanimous in their vision of benefits for 
the President. 
Even while the participants in the brief warfare were 
being shot, downed, lost, abandoned and bombed. GOP 
congressional were musing in private about the political 
booty of it all And since then they have tied fast the 
future to the triumph Last week Senate Minority Leader 
Hugh Scott said he felt Ford’s actions in the Gulf of Siam 
* a very definite plus” in Ford's political future, he then 
reported that within a month the President would an 
nounee his candidacy for the 1976 election 
All of this has an odor to it a stench more correctly The 
administration, which could not for days assess the 
number or names of those who died serving the President 
on Koh Tang Island, was immediately able to define that 
thev had servt»d him better than they knew It cannot sit 
well with the families of the corpses, nor should it be ac­ 
ceptable to anyone, when political gam is so egregiously 
drawn from the misfortune of others. 
Some of the Marines are not yet buried Some of them 
are not yet found Wives have b»»»*n left alone, children are 
now without fathers, parents have had great parts of th»»ir 
lives cut away In an instant. But while nights pass in 
dozens of American homes with nothing but wretched 
tears for the very sound of Mayaguez, Sen Richard 
Schwt iker (R-Pa.) tells newsmen the incident “ will no 
doubt help (Ford) with the right wing of the party.” 
It is true that th»» President himself has not yet sunk to 
the level of some of his fellows Not for public consump­ 
tion anyway But there can be no doubt of his private ela­ 
tion over his sudden good fortune He was reported at tb«» 
time of Mayaguez. for example, to be heartbroken when 
the Pentagon stole his thunder by announcing the first 
report of the actual cr»»w rescue. Explains an assistant, 
cold bloodedly 
The President felt it was his show. He 
didn’t want to lose the dramatics of it.” 
Nor did he wish to lose the mom»»ntum of it. As it was 
with so many others before him in his chair, a great part 
of President Ford's time is spent in the promotion of 
Pr«*si<ient Ford Normally that could be understood, if 
l.iment»»d by idealists, but in this case with this President 
the raw pursuit of self interest is not only fortunate but ul­ 
timately unfair Ford is an unelected chief executive, 
thus h<» has a special obligation not to abuse the in flu e n c e 
of his office for p«»rsonal profit It would be best, as I have 
written belore, if he were to renounce personal and future 
ambition, but failing this he at k»ast has the responsibility 
for minimizing the political muscle of his great gift. 
Instead J»»rry Ford, with the help of his friends, has 
stretched political license to lengths that overstt»p 
propriety No president in memory has so rawly used th«1 
coffins of American soldiers as a platform for personal 
elevation War victories have often propelled leaders to 
political victories, but brief aberrations such as 
Mayaguez se»»m not the stuff of Churchills 
How much better it would have b«»«*n had Mayagu«*/ 
been handled for what it was, from the beginning a 
nasty, risky, marginally nt»eessary operation to which th«» 
national r«»spons** should be mourning for the dead 
Instead we have b«»»»n told it was a glorious moment to 
which we ought r»»spond with our votes as gratitud«».

My husband has been unemployed since December. He 
signed up for unemployment compensation in February. 
Two weeks later he got a card from Sacramento stating 
he was not eligible for these benefits. 
He took his W-2 forms to the unemployment office and 
was told that apparently somebody in Sacramento had 
pushed a wrong button, placing a wrong digt in his Social 
Security number. A tracer was put on his claim. 
When he went back again for his appointment there was 
still no word on his case. 
The people at the unemployment office suggested he 
write to Gov. Brown but we decided to write to you first. 
We hope you can help us get some action one way or 
another. — Mrs. E. W„ Ontario. 
We sent your letter and one of our own to the unemploy­ 
ment insurance claim s office in Ontario. 
Glenn Rankin, office manager, explained that a m is­ 
take like the one made in your husband's case occurs 
perhaps once in a thousand times but when it does it may 
take months of investigating to correct it. 
He was able to hurry up the process with a few phone 
calls and your husband received a check for more than 
$600

We have been living in a mobile home four years. Three 
years ago a state inspector was here to look at our fur­ 
nace. 
He said it had to be sealed off better for air intake at the 
upper parts. 
Men from the company that installed the furnace were 
called out and the repair job was done. 
Later it was examined by the same inspector, who said 
it was satisfactory. 
The first time he was here he took off the identification 
tabs — those little tabs the builders put on before they 
deliver the home. I do not think he even had the right to 
take them off. but he did. 
When he made a final inspection he said he would bring 
back the identification tabs but he never did. 
We have made several attempts to get them back, all to 
no avail. Finally we were sent to Santa Ana to the codes 
and standards office. The people there told us the man 
who took the tabs was not with them anymore and they 
couldn't find the tabs in the office desk drawers. 
They gave us papers to fill in and said it may cost us $50 
or more to get them back. 
I do not feel we should stand this expense as I believe 
the inspector took our tabs illegally. — Mr. and Mrs. B. 
F., Chino. 
Donald E Erkel. codes and standards administrator at 
the state Department of Housing and Community 
Development office in Santa Ana. told us your complaint 
about the tabs first cam e to his attention late in 1974. 
At that time, he said, the office files were searched and 
no evidence could be found that the heater installation 
was questioned as you contend. 
“ Whenever our inspectors are involved in removing a 
mobile home insignia, a report is always written and a 
copy left with the mobile home occupant,” he said. “ It 
would be most unusual for this department to remove any 
insignia for the reason given by Mr. F. —, as insignia are 
only removed when all attempts (at least three) to obtain 
compliance fail. 
“ In the event an insignia is removed, it is not held and 
given back Instead it is voided, recorded as such on our 
records and a replacement issued later if the problem is 
resolved and verified by inspection. 
He said he regretted the unfortunate situation sur­ 
rounding your missing insignia but was unable to find the 
slightest indication his department was responsible. 
Erkel sent us a copy of a letter addressed to you in 
January. It stated that files had been checked and no 
record found of the matter 
You were told in the letter that at that late date it would 
be necessary to obtain an inspection and replacement in­ 
signia. The inspection fee specified was $25 and the cost of 
issuing insignia. $5 each

DEAR DR LAMB - 1 had X rays 
recently because of a bout with gas. I 
was told I have an overly sensitive 
stomach 
My husband said. ‘ How 
can they tell you have a nervous 
stomach through X rays?” And I 
thought acid indigestion 
My doctor put me on Librax and 
told me to eat less but to eat more 
often, avoid tonic and alcohol and cut 
down on coffee. I have been drinking 
milk, but som etim es that doesn't 
agree with me 
DEAR READER — The X rays 
are used to rule out any disease of 
the stomach 
Also, if the doctor 
watches the stomach through the X 
ray (flouroscope) screen he can see 
how it contracts and if it is overly ac­ 
tive Too much acid is som etim es as­ 
sociated with large folds of the lining 
of the stomach which can be seen 
Doctors also use the term nervous 
stomach in an effort to communicate 
with their patients. This can mean an 
over active colon or gas in the colon 
rather than anything in the actual 
stomach organ 
The Librax is designed to slow 
down the over active contractions of 
the digestive tube as a whole and 
relax any spasms that occur. It con­ 
tains a tranquilizer, too 
Which leads me to the observation 
Jhat you have a gentle doctor. I 
would have asked you to stop all cof­ 
fee. tea and colas The caffeine in 
them has the opposite effect from 
the tranquilizer in your Librax and 


counteracts its good effects. 
M any p e o p le h a v e tr o u b le 
tolerating much milk because of a 
lack or decrease in sufficient amount 
of the enzymes in the digestive tract 
needed to digest milk sugar. 
DEAR DR LAMB - Recently I 
lost my husband who was 65 years 
old The death certificate listed the 
ca u se 
as ch ron ic 
h yp op lastic 
neutropenia. No one I have asked has 
ever heard that term before He was 
doctored for a rare blood disease, 
because the bone marrow did not 
produce mature white blood cells to 
light infection 
Because of this condition, he had 
abscesses and pneumonia over a 
period of years which were difficult 
to overcome. Several months before 
death he had surgery on a rectal 
abscess which only got worse He 
had his spleen removed eight years 
before death 
DEAR READER - I know it’s a 
great loss, but try to think of it this 
way, the availability of antibiotics to 
fight infections really made it possi­ 
ble for your husband to live many 
more years than he would have 
otherwise 
Chronic hypoplastic neutropenia is 
just the scientific name for what 
your doctor has already told you. and 
it means the inability to produce 
mature white blood cells because of 
a defect in the bone marrow The 
cause is unknown 
Previous infec­ 
tions, exposure to a vast number of 


chemicals and medicines have been 
implicated in various cases, but 
usually the cause remains unknown. 
Removal of the spleen is tried in 
some cases and is som etim es helpful 
but often is not curative In all, it 
sounds like your husband got the best 
of care for a difficult problem.

No-smoking ordinance appears to be clearing the air 


SAN DIEGO (AP) - The 
city ’s new no-smoking 
ordinance seem s to be 
clearing the air in some 
public places now that 
merchants and smokers 
who’d rather fight than 
switch have quieted. 
“ I think it’s safe to say 
that the ordinance is 
generally being complied 
with,” said City Atty. John 
Witt, one of those responsi­ 
ble for enforcing it. 
The law, enacted in mid- 
January after nearly two 
years of sometimes bitter 
debate, bans smoking in 
public restroom s, food 
markets, health centers, 
elevators, service lines, 
theaters and museums. 
It requires businesses to 
post no-smoking signs and 
empowers police to issue 
smoking citations that can 
result in fines of $10 to 
$100. 
Com pliance with and 
enforcement of the new 
law have been spotty 
G eorge Story of the 
city's Citizen Assistance 
and Information Depart­ 
ment says he has received 
about 100 complaints from 
San Diegans that many 


supermarkets aren’t en­ 
forcing the smoking ban. 
In April. Story said he 
sent dozens of letter to 
local businessmen advising 
them that the law exists. 
Attached to each was a 
copy of the ordinance and a ’ 
nickel-sized button bear­ 
ing the international no­ 
smoking sign — a burning 
cigarette inside a red cir- 
cie with a red sla sh 
through it. 
Story said businesses 
would have to pledge to 
obey the law before having 
their business licenses 
renewed and merchants 
who continued to ignore 
the ordinance could have 
their license revoked 
But he added that he had 
no real idea how many 
businesses were thumbing 
their noses at the law. 
And Witt said the city 
has "little or no way” to 
enforce the law against the 
business community. 
As 
fo r 
i n d i v i d u a l 
violators. Witt said only 
two citations have been is­ 
sued by police since the 
law took effect. Also, 
police said they’ve had no 
reports of fights breaking 


out over someone's refusal 
to douse his cigarette 
"It’s not as if we aren t 
enforcing the ordinance or 
won’t enforce it.” said 
police spokesm an Bill 
Robi nson. 
“ We j ust 
haven't had that much to 
enforce.” 
Hundreds of businesses 
have posted warning signs 
or decals with the inter­ 
national no-smoking sign 
Smokers in these places 
generally are suppressing 
the urge to light up, said 
Ü 2EL----------------------- 


"I think the public is 
complying with the or­ 
dinance.” he said. 
.••We've had no smoking 
on buses for years as a 
voluntary request by the 
transit company and 
there’s been no problem I 
think eventually this thing 
will take hold and people 
will observe it without 
even Aally thinking about 
it.The b u sin e ss c o m ­ 
munity. which vehemently 
opposed the no-smoking 
proposal in City Council 


hearings, has been largely 
silent in the months since it 
took effect 
Not so before it took ef­ 
fect, however. "Business­ 
men were obviously wor­ 
ried that they might lose 
business 
because they 
were being put in the posi­ 
tion of having to enforce 
the thing.” said Lee Gris­ 
som, general manager of 
the San Diego Chamber of 
Commerce 
"But that was all before 
it became law. There's 
been nothing since Frank­ 


ly. I'm kind of surprised by 
that.” 
No merchant in San 
Diego has stated publicly 
that he’s losing money 
because of the ordinance — 
one of the dire predictions 
expressed by the law's op­ 
ponents 
And the donnybrooks 
predicted between irate, 
smoking custom ers and 
employes haven't come to 
pass, either. 
In fact, a vistor to San 
Diego could come and go 
without even realizing that 


there is a no-smoking law 
here 
But opposition to the 
ordinance is far from dead 
O p p o n e n t s 
r e c e n t l y 
defeated an attempt by 
City Councilman Leon Wil- 
l i a m s 
to 
i n c l u d e 
restaurants in the smoking 
ban. 
"It would definitely have 
an adver se effect on 
business, in my opinion.” 
said 
Remy O'Connor, 
manager of the Chamber 
of Commerce's trade divi­ 
sion

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LUCILLE SCHAUB AND ‘DWARF’ LEMON 


LOS ANGELES (AP) — Up came the creature from the 
Black Lagoon, followed in movie lore by the gigantic 
tarantula, caterpillar, squid.... 
But Lucile Schaubs lemon is real—all two feet of it, 
weighing down the Myer dwarf lemon tree growing in her 
suburban Sun Valley home. 
Seven years ago Mrs. Schaub transplanted her tree next 
to a garden hydrant. Upon the tree were three small 
lemons, the ordinary kind, the sort you see in the super­ 
market. Then for years the tree was barren, yielding none 
of the fruit which sprinkles so easily on fish, dresses ice 
tea or turns childrens' hearts when it becomes lemonade. 
Last March, however, It came. Out sprouted the lemon, 
24 inches in circumference. 
The single fruit, were it picked, would sufficiently pro­ 
vide a young entrepeneur with enough lemonade to stock 
a stand through the thirstiest summer day. 
The Los Angeles County Agriculture Department says 
16 inch lemons pop up from time to time but none has 
been seen the size of Mrs. Schaubs massive fruit. 
And the Guiness Book of World Records has no lemon 
listing—at least yet.

shopping practice. ‘‘Unless 
you make this a consistent

Miss Beck suggests that 
you can tell when frozen 
foods have been poorly 
handled 
"There are signals you 
can easily read," she ex­ 
plains. “ One of those 
signals is softness When 
you pick up frozen foods 
that feel soft, you know it 
has not been kept at zero 
degrees or below." 
Also, she points to 
another signal — an ice 
coating on the outside of 
the package "This is a 
good indication that there 
has been some previous 
thawing and refreezing," 
she says. 
When buying refrigerat­ 
ed foods, Miss Beck checks 
the food to make sure it is 
cold — not just room tem­ 
perature 
The tempera­ 
ture of the refrigerator 


case should be 40 degrees 
F. or below. 
"When you're checking 
out, ask the clerk to bag 
cold foods together," sug­ 
gests Miss Beck, explain­ 
ing that they remain colder 
longer that way. Frozen or 
refrigerated foods in­ 
terspersed with room 
tem perature foods may 
warm up more quickly, es­ 
pecially if you are a half- 
hour or more getting them 
to your home freezer or 
refrigerator. 
"Never be tempted to do 
any more shopping after 
you have loaded your car 
with frozen or refrigerated 
ioods," admonishes Miss 
Beck. "Head for home and 
unload the perishable foods 
first. Store them im­ 
mediately in the proper 
place," 
She cautions homemak­ 
ers to remember that food 
may not be safe to eat if 
held more than two hours 
at temperatures between 
40 and 140 degrees This in­ 
cludes all of the time of 
buying, storing, prepar­ 
ing, ami serving 
ing 
"Chances of maintaining 
the good quality of the food 
you buy depend on your

D ifferen ces betw een 
brands are usually deter­ 
mined by which of the stan­ 
dard ingredients are used, 
and in what proportion. 
One component that may 
vary considerably is the 
kind of perfume used in a 
cosmetic. (The fragrance, 
by the way, is usually the 
most expensive ingredient 
in a cosmetic.) Tests have 
shown that consumers link 
a product’s fragrance with 
its “ perceived quality.” 
The government does not 
p re te s t co sm e tic s for 
safety or effectiveness. 
T he F o o d a n d D ru g 
A d m in istratio n (FD A ) 
does act to take a product 
from the m arket if it 
receives too many reports 
of allergic reactions to that 
product. According to Dr. 
R ichard Sykes, a cos­ 


c r e a m , 
h an d 
lo tio n , 
astringents, suntan lotion 
and after-shave lotion at 
home, to name a few. Your 
local library probably has 
books telling how to make 
cosmetics from scratch. 
U ntil very re c e n tly , 
m a k in g 
y o u r 
ow n 
cosm etics was the only 
way you could be sure erf 
what was in them. The idea 
of labeling cosmetics with 
the ingredients they con­ 
tain was scorned by the 
industry. To consumers’ 
requests of ringredient 
la b e lin g , 
in d u s tr y 
spokesmen had a variety of 
answers. Such labels, they 
protested, would reveal 
trade secrets. 
They would not fit on 
small items such as lip­ 
sticks (some lipsticks have 
dozens of in g redients). 
They would be too costly to 
produce, since every time 
a slight change was made 
in a cosmetic’s formula, a 
new batch of labels would 
be n eed ed . And th ey 
wouldn’t help consumers

m e tic s s p e c ia lis t a s ­ 
sociated with Ralph Nader, 
the FDA generally takes 
step s if it b eliev es a 
product is causing reac­ 
tions among one out of a 
thousand users. But such 
steps are taken only after 
the product has been in the 
m arket place. The govern­ 
ment relies on the manu­ 
facturers for pretesting. 
Some 60,000 people are 
injured by cosmetics every 
vear, according to the 
D ep artm en t of H ealth 
Education and W elfare. 
The typical allergic reac­ 
tion is a rash, ranging from 
a mild skin irritation to a 
reaction about as severe as 
a case of poison ivy. But 
there have been m ore 
serious injuries, including 
blindness, baldness and 
disfigurement. Severe al­ 
lergic reactions have been 
reported from the use of 
hair dyes, vaginal sprays 
and nail polish, among 
other products. 
C o sm e tic ads o fte n 
masterfully project an im­ 
age while saying nothing 
'¿pecific about the product. 
Supposing you are disap­ 
pointed in a product's 
r«suits, 
there probably 
would be little you could 
>«jv in a letter of protest to 
the i ompany. After all, if a 
product s promise was to 
iw uken 
the goddess 
within you,” what are you 
going to write? Perhaps: 
I bought a jar of your 
miracle cream for $18, and 
us far as I can tell, the god­ 
dess within me is still 
asleep ” You probably 
wouldn t get very far with 
that com plaint. In the 
meantime, you’ve spent 
118 for, say, a jar of cold 
c ream. 
II the ingredients in an 
$18 jar and a $2 50 jar are 
basically the same, what 
does the extra money buy? 
in part, it goes to pay for 
llie prestigious aura of the 
$18 jar. 
The ingredients are only 
a small fraction of the ul­ 
timate cost of a cosmetic 
product. 
What this means to you 
is that you can save if you 
m ake your co sm e tic s 
yourself. It's possible, and 
no m ore difficult than 
making, say, a hollandaise 
sauce. 
You can make vanishing 


much anyway, the industry 
spokesm en con clu d ed , 
since those few people who 
have allergic reactions 
usually don’t know what 
they're allergic to. 


P re s s u r e fro m c o n ­ 
sumers succeeded in over­ 
riding each of these objec­ 
tions In 1973 the FDA is­ 
sued an order with an ef­ 
fective date of March 31, 
1975. 
A ll c o s m e tic s 
packaged after that date 
must be labeled with a 
complete list of the in­ 
gredients (in descending 
order of weight). 


If the list is too long to be 
p rin te d on a n o rm a l 
product label, a tag must 
be attached to the product 
bearing the list. There is a 
procedure under which 
companies can petition to 
have some ingredients left 
unlisted on the grounds 
that they’re trade secrets. 
But the FDA intends to be 
quite strict about granting 
such exceptions. As of late 
1974, none h ad b een 
granted 


An FDA spokesman said 
that any ingredient with a 
known potential for caus­ 
ing a lle rg ic re a c tio n s 
would not be allowed to 
slip through the trade- 
secret loophole. According 
to Dr. Sykes, the Nader 
cosmetics specialist, the 
trade secret argument was 
silly anyway. 
Analytical 
chemists working for one 
company can always figure 
out w hat w ent into a 
p ro d u c t 
p re p a re d 
by 
another company, he says. 


In stores where the tur­ 
nover of merchandise is sl­ 
ow, cosmetics without in­ 
gredient labels will con­ 
tinue to be sold for months 
(perhaps even years) after 
the new requirements have 
taken effect But for the 
consumer the task is now 
easy Cosmetics with listed 
ingredients are available. 
One has only to choose 
them And if you do suffer 
an allergic reaction, by all 
m ean s te le p h o n e th e 
nearest office of the FDA 
to d e s c rib e your e x ­ 
perience Much of the point 
of the new labeling law will 
be lost if consumers don’t 
act to share information 
with the government and, 
indirectly, with each other.

Z This is the year to salute 
women. 
' It has been proclaimed 
international 
Women's

'Oh, my achin' back—the reason why 


SAN FRANCISCO - 
(NKA) — Now let me tell 
you about MY aching back! 
Among those of the biped 
species, it is a favorite sub­ 
ject for millions. And it is 
particularly pertinent with 
me because a few months 
ago I endured a laminec­ 
tomy. 
In my case, they tell me, 
because I was under the in- 
f l u o n o e 
of 
s o d i u m 
penthathol it took more 
than five hours to excise 
most of a disc pushing 
against and pinching the 
nerves of my spinal cord. 
In other words, I had 
back surgery for a slipped 
disc. 
Not long ago. Morley 
S a f e r 
s o n o r o u s l y 
proclaimed on a segment 
of 60 Minutes to millions of 
CBS televiewers: 
“ For 
m illions of A m ericans. 
Oh. my aching back 
is 
more than a figure of 
speech, it’s a way of life.” 
As 
an y D a r w i n i a n 
scholar can tell you. man 
was not designed to be a 
two footed creature 
But 
since we've got grasping 
hands, we reach out with 
them and the resultant 
stress generally centers on 
the lower back 
I had known for 25 years, 
through periodic episodes, 
that the disc (pulpy matter 
akin to a rubber washer) 
between my fourth and 
fifth lumbar vertebrae was 
degenerating 
“ What you’ve got,' 


l a t e 
Dr 
H a r r i s o n 
McLaughlin once told me 
a t th e 
P r e s b y t e r i a n 
Hospital in New York, “ is 
a gate with a rusty hinge ’ 
This past w inter the 
h i n g e 
c r e a k e d 
and 
cracked I even missed my 
first Super Bowl. I couldn t 
play tennis or ski either. 
First, there was physical 
therapy — ultrasound heat 
and massage to loosen the 
tight back muscles. I was 
still tight. Then the doctor 
suggested traction for a 
week 
Traction is an amazingly 
archaic process in which 
sand bags are suspended 
from a frame at the end of 
the bed, the bags con­ 
nected by strans to a truss 
around your lower body, 
the idea being to lie prone 
for days while the gradual 
pull of t h e w e i g h t s 
straightens out your back 
and relieves the muscle 
spasms At $121 a day for a 
private room, those are 
luxurious sand bags. 
After a week of sand 
bags, I could hardly hobble 
to the john 
So back I went for 
s e r i o u s 
t e s t i n g , 
a 
myelogram, with spinal 
fluid drawn and dye sub­ 
stituted, after which you're 
titled on a see-sawing table 
while X rays show where 
the dye is being blocked. 


Don't ask if it hurts. They 
showed that my disc was 
ruptured, all right 
“ We've got you down for 
surgery Friday,'’ said the 
doctor. 
Wait a minute. I didn’t 
recall being cut up since I 
was eight days old And I 
didn't relish the idea now 
So I went home to remain 
prone for a week, waiting 
for that little disc to recede 
into its natural habitat. It 
didn't. I decided that sur­ 
gery was inevitable and the 
heli with Super Bowl IX. 


All herniated (or rup­ 
tured. or slipped) discs 
a re n ’t im m ediate can­ 
didates for surgery. It has 
been discovered fairly 
recently, and with validity, 
that injecting an extract of 
the papaya plant has an 
atrophying effect on a 
p r ot r ud i n g disc. 
Bill 
Melton, who makes his liv­ 
ing twisting his torso to hit 
a baseball, has had this 
treatment and he’s back 
playing third base for the 
Chicago White Sox bending 
to pick up ground balls. 


But the process is still 
largely experimental and 
its best practitioner is in 
Elgin, 111 . while I was still 
having trouble travelling 
as far as the bath room. 


I went through surgery— 
technically, 
a 
bilateral 
laminotomy. 


Eighteen days later, I es­ 
corted my daughter down

Baking out during a short 
respite in Hawaii, I made a 
major breakthrough I tied 
my own shoelaces for the 
first time. 
Back suffers should not 
com pare sym ptom s or 
recovery rates Severity of 
operations vary. In a 
laminectomy, scare tissue 
replaces the removed part 
of the disc My friend. Dr 
Nicholas Zervas of the 
Harvard Medical School, 
told me one of his patients 
actually went out and 
played tennis eight days 
after disc surgery (I 
couldn't get my socks on at 


that stage). A completely 
degenerated disc may re­ 
q u i r e a f u s i o n , with 
vertebrae 
m echanically 
welded 
t o g e t h e r . 
My 
friend. Sheldon Milenbach, 
couldn't get out of bed for 
six weeks, at all. 
The key word, because 
a delicate part of your 
anatomv has been altered, 
is 
p a t i e n c e . 
I t ' s 
frustrating It can be pain­ 
ful. too. 
But none of my tennis 
partners can ever again ac­ 
cuse me of gamesmanship 
when I complain, “Oh, my 
aching back."

For another sort of sl­ 
ightly crazy food are green 
and blue eggs A special 
breed of chickens in South 
America do actually lay 
colored eggs They are not 
Faster eggs despite the 
fact that their colors range 
from m edium blue to 
medium green

program thinking I could straighten 
it out myself. That didn't work. And 
now it's a load off my mind knowing

Brazilian village called 
Tres Corascos, unschooled, 
a form er co b b ler’s 
assistant— appeared on the 
scene wearing a black silk 
brocaded lounge suit with 
white shirt and red and 
black tie. 
His wife. Rosemarie, 
was at his side. She is a 
dark-haired, dark-eyed 
beauty, who looked trim in 
her tight-fitting purple 
waist and skirt. 
Although 
interrupted 
several times by the com­ 
motion of the crowd, Pele 
spoke through an in­ 
terpreter. a Portugese col­ 
lege professor. 
He said it had always 
been a dream of his to br­ 
ing soccer to the United 
States, the one country in 
which the sport is not pop­ 
ular. 
“ Everybody has a mis­ 
sion, everybody has a 
goal,” he said “ It was my 
dream that the United 
States would some day 
know soccer as does the 
rest of the world ” 
He said at first the 
Brazilian people were 
angry when they heard that 
he was planning on coming 


out of eight months re­ 
tirement to play soccer in 
this country. 
“ Then they recon­ 
sidered,” he said, ‘‘and 
realized how important it 
is for Brazil to import 
some of its know-how to a 
great nation ” 
Pele was surrounded by 
executives of Warner 
Communications, the 
parent company of the 
Cosmos, and officials of 
the team, including Coach 
Gordon Bradley. 
Pele was asked if he 
would clarify terms of the 
contract which had been 
variously put at $4 to $7 3 
million. 
“ The confusion is with 
the press,” he said. “ The 
press says 1 get one mil­ 
lion, four million, nine mil­ 


lion. I cannot say. The con­ 
tract is very involved with 
many clauses.” 
Someone suggested that 
most American athletes 
retire by the time they 
reach 34 and asked if he 
thought he was capable of 
playing first class soccer 
at his advanced age.

From strictly local trips around town we, bike and I, ex­ 
panded beyond the city limits. First a tentative foray up 
steepish hills in the direction of the Golden Gate Bridge, 
then over the span itself, then Sausalito, a 10-mile round 
trip. Pleasant, bracing—but those hills; They are the 
enemy. Or are they? 
Soon, bike buddy Bob Wiebusch and I were making trips 
out of town, rarely using a car for transport to a starting 
point unless it was simply too far off for a one-day under­ 
taking. We always worried about the hills, of course, cur­ 
sing them every stroke. 
Within a year we were casually cranking out 75-mile 
round trips in a day. One high point was a voyage 90 miles 
south to Santa Cruz, up one day. back the next. An ambi­ 
tion of long standing was satisfied when we drove 550 
miles to Death Valley, then cycled some 90 miles across

stroke, all parts in dynamic tension 1 think about the bike 
and what it is doing 
The power of my muscles press down on the pedals, 
forcing the cranks to revolve the sprocket and turn the 
drive chain with its hundreds of moving parts. Round go 
the ball bearings, round go the wheels on torque delivered 
through spaghetti-thin spokes. The bike moves slowly, sl­ 
owly up the hill. Stroke, pedals, bearings, chain, spokes, 
tires. All good friends, working very hard Instead of jam­ 
ming the pedals down, they are caressed, heel down at the 
bottom of each stroke. 
Soon we, bike and I, are on top of the hill. 
Incidentally, doc says the blood pressure is fine these 
days.

“Mostly, I invest in in­ 
surance.” 
But he also believes in 
another type of insurance. 
“I’m an advocate of circuit 
safety,” the 33-year-old 
Oliver says.

Oliver says he aligns

“Fangio said the race 
should be won at the lowest 
average speed,” Oliver 
says, “and Brabham says 
races are won on the last 
lap.

Oliver, a dapper, little 
Englishman from Walton- 
on Thames, dispells the no­ 
tion that all race drivers 
live dangerously off the 
course, too. 
He considers himself a 
homebody who will fly to 
England following a race 
to be with his family. 
“Drivers don’t socialize 
much,” he says. “We’re 


certainly not enemies but 
our schedule is too hectic. 
As soon as the race is over 
ril catch a plane and grab 
a day at home. It’s a holi­ 
day for me.” 
Oliver, winner of the 1974 
Canadian-American Chal­ 
lenge Cup, said racing of­ 
ficials in the United States 
were not being sensible 
la s t y ear when they 
canceled several events 
because of the energy 
crisis.

Illegal laetrile 
million-dollar 
becomes 
industry

SAN DIEGO (A P)-T h e 
dying woman said it under 
oath, accusing the tiny 
grandm other in the 
courtroom of victimizing 
A m ericans who are 
desperate: 
“ When you have Cancer, 
you grab at every hope." 
The jury convicted 
Ernestine Arkell Luther, 
the white-haired operator 
of a halfway house for peo­ 
ple seeking laetrile, a con­ 
troversial “ miracle” drug 
available only across the 
nearby Mexican border. 
The judge, imposing a 
$10,000 fine, ordered Mrs. 
Luther to “ get out of the 
business.” 
Rut investigators say the 
62-year-old woman soon 
was taking mail orders 
again from a motel not far 
jway in Imperial Beach, 
between downtown San 
Diego and Tijuana 
Cancer-stricken Ameri­ 


c a n s who paid an average 
of $30 daily for lodging and 
meager "cancer-diet" 
meals were getting rides 
a^ain to the Tijuana clinics 
where laetrile was dis­ 
pensed. 
Testified Juanita Gal- 
lipeau of Humboldt, Tex : 
It was a very sad at­ 
mosphere ... they would 
crowd us into the back of 
the station wagons, 11 or 12 
people in each ...” 
Another judge soon will 
impose another sentence 
on Mrs Luther less than a 
year after her first fine, 
this time for smuggling 
more laetrile and similar 
illegal drugs into the 
United States. 
The sentence could be 
five years in prison in the 
case, one of 18 prosecuted 
successfully by the U.S at­ 
torney's office in San 
Diego since early 1974. But 
two major seizures of the 
drugs have taken place 
since A p ril, and in ­ 
vestigators say the inter­ 
national smuggling of so- 
called cancer medicines 
may someday rival the il­ 
licit narcotics trade. 
In a recent U.S. Customs 
report, investigators said 
the seizures “ indicate a 
large-scale conspiracy by 
several groups and in­ 
dividuals ... Their motive 
is large quantity profiteer- 
ing 
rath er 
than 
humanitarian reasons.” 
A few of the same smug­ 
glers handle nareotcs as 
well, the report said. But, 
unlike heroin and mari­ 
juana which coine in a 
hundred hidden ways, 
laetrile almost always ar­ 
rives by car across a port 
Of entry. 
Biochemist Ernest T. 
Krebs Jr., credited with 
developing laetrile as it is 
today — a product basical­ 
ly from apricot extract — 
said recently in San Fran­ 
cisco that its value is 
great. 
The United States and re­ 
searchers such as those at 
the Memorial Sloan Ket­ 
tering Cancer Center in 
New York disagree. Dr. 
L e w i s 
Thomas, 
the 
center's president, said in 
April after two years of ex­ 
periments on animals that 
law rile offers no protec­ 
tive effects against cancer 
and is unable to prolong 
life. 
But for this “ possibly 
worthless nostrum.” as the 
American Cancer Society 
describes it, illegal smug­ 
gling of lae trile has 
become a monthly million- 
dollar business 
"It has grown tremen 
doosly in just the past 
year,” says Asst. U.S. At- 
ty. Herb Hoffman in an in­ 
terview. “ In the past we 
used to get 300 to 500 vials 
— enough for three injec 
tions daily each 
Now 
we re getting 1,000 at a 
time.” 
There are believed to be 
20 or 25 major distributors 
in a smuggling chain which 
stretches to Canada and 
Germany, where Sidus 
P h a rm a ce u tica ls of 
Munich 
is 
a 
m ajor 
manufacturer, customs of­ 
ficials say. 
The clinic for Dr 
Ernesto Contreas is on Ti 
juana s outskirts not far 
frorn CytoPharma, a com 
bfned laboratory and dis 
tnbutor, and express Del 
HUp, another distributor 
Shipments of the drug 
reportedly have gone 
directly to the U.S side of 
the border by mail from 
Munich 


Meanwhile, a federal 
grand jury in San Diego is 
looking into the smuggling 
of laetrile, known under a 
variety of names including 
B17, amvgdalin. cyto H-3, 
KH-3 and Wobe Mugo. 
Last year Eli C. Von 
Ponici, claiming to be a 
pharmacist employed by 
Sidus in Munich, was stop­ 
ped at the San Ysidro 
checkpoint north of Ti­ 
juana and a search of his 
car turned up 99 white pills 
described by Von Ponici as 
enzymes for stomach dis­ 
orders. He was fined $9.90. 
Laetrile is produced in li­ 
quid form for hypodermic 
injection and in the “ Wobe 
Mugo” pills. A vial 10 cubic 
centimeters in size, or 
about a half ounce, bFings 
$6 or $7 in Tijuana but 
cancer patients in the 
United States for whom 


cobalt and other accepted 
treatments have failed to 
produce results pay up to 
$50 per vial. 
The pills cost three cents 
to make and they sell for 25 
to 30 cents in Mexico and 
nearly $2 in the United 
States. Contreras, 59, is 
believed to have treated as 
many as 5,000 cancer- 
stricken Americans who 
paid a reported $4 million 
to his clinic. 
There is no official 
documentation that laetrile 
has saved lives, say San 
Diego surgeons, one of 
whom said in an inter­ 
view, “ Some of these peple 
could have been saved if 
they had continued the 
treatment that was keep­ 
ing their cancer under con­ 
trol.” 
Hope, however, keeps 
laetrile alive. The street 


value of laetrile seized at 
the Mexican border south 
of San Diego last year 
alone was estimated at 
$300,000, and the U.S. 
Customs Service hestiates 
to guess how much is get­ 
ting through. 


A public affairs officer 
for the regional Los 
Angeles office of Custtms 
says all but one of the 974 
seizures came in routine 
border checks. 
Albert G. Bergesen, 
regional Customs commis­ 
sioner in Los Angeles, 
noting that his officers 
must enforce “ over 2,000 
laws,” said stopping the 
flow of laetrile is a major 
assignment. 


“ There are enough peo­ 
ple in it and the profit 
motive is considerable.” 
said Bergeson.
